Since he strapped on his first set of pads as a 
second grader in Lexington. Illinois. Brian Gilmore has 
been a linebacker. He played there all the way up to an 
outstanding high school career at Potosi, Missouri. He 
initially came to UMR with some reluctance after be- 
ing dumped by some perspective Division I schools. But. 
this high school valedictorian was encouraged to give 
l MR a shot by everyone in his home town just because 
of the educational opportunity it provided him. Gilmore 
also knew that at UMR he would begin to play immedi- 
ately. rather than wailing until his junior year to see a 
game field at a Division I school. 

Since that fateful decision. Brian Gilmore has 
not looked back as he became one of the most distin- 
guished football players in UMR history. He has won 
countless national scholarship awards for his talents on 
the field and in the classroom and he has the stats to 
back it up. All three years he played as a defensive starter. 
Gilmore led the team in tackles. That amounted to a 


ball Foundation Scholar Athlete. 
This is an honor given to only two 
division II players each year. As part 
of this honor. Brian got to spend 
three days in New York in the com- 
pany of the nation's most outstand- 
ing scholar athletes, including 
Heisman trophy winner Danny 
Wuerfell. 

Gilmore attributes a lot of 
his success to the work ethics that 
his parents instilled in him as he grew 
up on a larm. He plans to continue 
his hard work as he enters graduate 
school next year. In addition to pur- 
suing a masters degree in Ceramic 
Fngineering. Brian plans to be mar- 
ried in August. In five years he hopes 
to be starting a family and establish- 
ing himself in industry as well as he 
did on the football field.

So just what has Tim Holloway accomplished 
as a UMR basketball player? His senior year he led the 
team in scoring and he led the MIAA conference in free 
throw percentage. He was also fifth in the nation in free 
throw percentage. He set school records for season 
free throw percentage and career free throw percent- 
age. Holloway had three separate games where he made 
at least ten free throws in a row. including a Pittsburgh 
State game in which he was thirteen for thirteen. During 
his senior season, he was named conference player of 
the week twice and made first team all conference. He 
also was named MVP of the Pepsi Cola Ameritech 
Shootout three out of the four years he played. For his 
career. Tim Hollow ay leaves near the top of several sta- 
tistical categories. He is second in UMR history and 
third in MIAA conference history with 24 1 career three- 
pointers. He is second on the all-time UMR scoring 
list with 1571 points. Tim Holloway is also the all-time 
leader in assists for the Miners with 343.

This pitcher/outfielder has a been a solid competitor in the Lady Miner line up her entire 
college career and especially during the Miner's record breaking thirty win season. Angie Bax 
came from meager beginnings in the small town of Rich Fountain, Missouri. This town may 
have had less people in it than a tenth of the UMR student population, but that didn't stop her 
from getting started in softball at a young age. 

At the age of seven. Angie Bax started playing little league softball. She continued to 
play all the way up to the high school level where she also was active as a basketball player. Bax 
came to UMR because of its good educational value and it close location to her home. She was 
also attracted by the opportunities the softball team offered. She saw the UMR team as up and 
coming with a competitive spirit but without the pressures of that would be found at a Division 
I school.

Residential Education is an approach to 
integrating curricular and co-curricular experiences at 
the University of Missouri-Rolla. 

This idea dates back to the idea of "residential 
colleges." It is based on the tutorial system that many 
colleges used to have. 

Although professors don't live in the residence 
halls with the students, the goal of Residential 
Education is to promote the interaction of faculty with 
students outside of the classroom.
